SUBJECT: INDIAN NUCLEAR TEST - TRAINING FOR INDIAN 
SCIENTISTS 

TO THE SECRETARY FROM THE ACTING SECRETARY 

1. BRITISH AMBASSADOR CALLED ME JULY 5 TO ASK HOW WE 

ARE DEALING WITH REQUESTS FOR NUCLEAR TRAINING FOR INDIAN 
SCIENTISTS. HE SAID BRITS HAVE NUMBER OF CASES PENDING 
ND WANT TO FOLLOW OUR LEAD ON THIS ISSUE. HE SAID 
FOREIGN SECRETARY CALLAGHAN MIGHT RAISE SUBJECT WHEN HE 
SEES YOU MONDAY. 

2. I TOLD HIM WE ARE LOOKING AT QUESTION OF NUCLEAR 
TRAINING FOR INDIANS AS PART OF OUR OVERALL STUDY OF 
IMPLICATIONS OF INDIAN TEST. PENDING COMPLETION OF OUR 
REVIEW, USAEC IS NOT ACTING ON REQUESTS FOR NEW TRAINING 
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ASSIGNMENTS OR RENEWALS. WE HAVE ALSO ADVISED US DEL TO 
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IAEA THAT WE WILL NOT ACT ON REQUESTS FOR IAEA FELLOWSHIPS 
FOR INDIANS FOR TIME BEING. IN INSTANCES WHERE FORMAL 
COMMITMENTS WERE MADE PRIOR TO INDIAN TEST, WE ARE 
CAREFULLY EXAMINING EACH CASE. OUR RULE OF THUMB IS TO 
APPROVE THOSE IN CLEARLY NONSENSITIVE AREAS, BUT TO TURN 
DOWN TRAINING RELATED IN ANY WAY TO PNE TECHNOLOGY OR 
OTHER SENSITIVE AREAS. SISCO 
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
